The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the recited spout 
having a circular bottom ring and the top cover having a circular recess receiving the 
ring, with the ring including means for clamping the spout in any adjustable rotational 
position (claim 1), or the second motor and linkage between the electric motor and the
